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RETROSPECT. 


The  school  year  of  1891  will  be  remembered  as  a most  serious  one  in 
the  history  of  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music  on  account  of  the 
loss  of  its  founder  and  first  director,  Dr.  Eben  Tourjee.  For 
several  years  he  had  been  suffering  and  on  the  12th  of  April,  1891, 
he  found  the  relief  and  rest  he  had  been  longing  for,  surrounded  by  his 
family  and  friends.  His  loss  is  regretted  by  many  thousands  of 
friends  and  former  pupils  all  over  the  country. 

Dr.  Tourjee  had  already  retired  from  the  office  as  Director  at  the 
beginning  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  administration  passed  from  his 
hands  into  the  hands  of  the  Directory  Committee,  with  Mr.  Carl  Faelten 
as  Acting  Director.  The  Management  of  the  Institution  was  conse- 
quently not  impaired  by  the  change  in  its  highest  office  when,  after  Dr. 
Tourjee’s  death,  Mr.  Carl  Faelten  was  unanimously  elected 
Director. 

The  same  may  be  said  about  the  change  in  the  ranks  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Hon.  Rufus  S.  Frost,  who 
had  served  the  Institution  with  untiring  zeal  as  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  nine  years,  retired  from  this  office  and  Richard  H.  Dana, 
Esq.,  who  had  already  been  Vice  President  of  the  Corporation  for  sev- 
eral years,  was  elected  in  his  place  and  being  fully  prepared  for 
the  conduct  of  this  important  office  no  difficulty  arose  from  the  change. 
Mr.  Dana  has  shown  himself  to  be  a most  excellent  President  and  de- 
voted friend  of  the  Institution. 

With  him  came  into  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Visitors  a number  of 
citizens  prominent  in  the  musical  life  of  Boston,  among  them  Messrs. 
Henry  L.  Higginson,  S.  Lothrop  Thorndike,  J.  S.  Dwight,  Geo.  Bur- 
dett,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Beach,  Mr.  Arthur  Nikisch  and  others. 

Besides  the  loss  of  Dr.  Tourjee,  the  Institution  has  to  record  also 
the  death  of  one  of  its  ablest  teachers,  Mr.  Stephen  A.  Emery,  who  has 
been  connected  with  the  Institution  for  many  years  as  a teacher  of 
Harmony.  He  was  taken  sick  in  the  middle  of  the  Fall  Term  of  1890, 
and  died  April  15th,  1891.  In  his  place  has  been  engaged  as  principal 
of  the  Harmony  Department,  Mr.  Templeton  Strong  of  New  York,  who 
has  lived  and  studied  in  Europe  for  a number  of  years  and  is  recog- 
nized as  a musician  and  composer  of  the  highest  rank. 

A vacancy  in  the  Pianoforte  Department  was  filled  very  ably  by  Mr. 
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Edwin  Klahre  of  New  York,  a pupil  of  Joseffy,  Scharwenka  and  Liszt, 
and  two  other  very  eminent  musicians — Signor  Ferruccio  Busoni  of  the 
Conservatory  of  Moscow,  and  Mr.  Charles  Stasny  of  Frankfort  Con- 
servatory— have  recently  been  secured  for  this  department. 

Mr.  J.  C.  D.  Parker  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  Examina- 
tions and  Class  Inspector  at  the  opening  of  the  year,  and  the  advantage 
of  having  a musician  of  his  standing  and  experience  in  this  position,  has 
been  fully  appreciated. 

Other  appointments  to  be  mentioned  here  are  those  of  Mrs.  Alice 
E.  Adams  as  Preceptress,  who  has  proved  a very  valuable  acquisi- 
tion, and  of  Mr.  Luther  S.  Anderson,  who  was  secured  as  Business 
Manager. 

Since  the  middle  of  the  Spring  Term  the  morning  chapel  service  held 
in  Sleeper  Hall  has  been  conducted  by  leading  Boston  clergymen,  and 
this  arrangement  has  been  found  exceedingly  satisfactory.  The  following 
ministers  have  served  in  this  capacity:  Rev.  Philip  Moxom,  Rev.  Wm. 

Griffis,  Rev.  Leighton  Parks,  Rev.  Rufus  B.  Tobey,  Rev.  James  M. 
Gray,  and  Rev.  A.  J.  Gordon. 

Several  new  features  have  been  introduced  in  the  Musical  Depart- 
ment including  the  Solfeggio  Class  under  Mr.  Sam’l.  Cole,  and  the  Or- 
chestral Class  under  Mr.  Emil  Mahr.  Both  of  these  innovations  have 
proved  a complete  success.  The  Solfeggio  classes  have  been  at- 
tended by  over  three  hundred  pupils,  and  the  instruction  imparted 
has  been  found  to  be  very  beneficial  to  the  general  musical  intel- 
ligence of  our  students.  The  practice  in  the  orchestral  classes  has  been  so 
satisfactory  that  already  in  the  first  year  of  its  existence  several  public 
performances  have  been  given  in  Sleeper  Hall  and  Tremont  Temple, 
which  were  very  highly  appreciated  by  the  Boston  press  and  public. 

A radical  change  has  been  made  in  the  requirements  for  graduation, 
the  former  Graduates’  Recitals  having  been  entirely  suspended. 
The  pupils  of  the  graduating  class  have  now  to  undergo  stricter  examina- 
tions, have  to  appear  several  times  in  the  regular  Pupils’  Recitals,  and  are 
marked  by  the  Class  Inspector  and  other  teachers  as  to  the  degree  of 
their  proficiency.  The  plan  has  won  general  approval,  and  the  pupils 
have  been  much  less  disturbed  in  their  regular  work  than  they  were  in 
former  years.  The  marking  of  all  pupil’s  performances  has  been  carried 
out  throughout  the  year. 

The  contests  for  medals  took  place  in  the  last  week  of  the  school 
year,  and  the  results  may  be  found  on  another  page. 
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Twenty-six  concerts  were  given  by  members  of  the  Faculty  during 
the  year  and  the  programs,  found  elsewhere,  will  speak  for  their  high 
standing  and  educational  influence  on  our  pupils. 

Regular  lectures,  with  few  interruptions,  have  been  delivered  every 
Monday  and  Thursday  by  Mr.  L.  C.  Elson,  on  Theory  and  Musical  His- 
tory, and  the  Great  Masters  and  their  W orks  ; a number  of  other  lectures 
have  been  given  throughout  the  year  to  the  pupils,  on  musical  and  other 
matters,  among  them  three  lectures  by  Mr.  Michell  of  England  on  the  His- 
tory of  the  Organ  ; also  lectures  by  Mrs.  Alice  Freeman  Palmer,  Mrs. 
Helen  Bigelow  Merriam,  Rev.  Rouen  Thomas,  Mr.  J.  L.  Harbour  and 
others. 

Madame  Helen  Hopekirk,  Mr.  Xaver  Scharwenka,  Mr.  Max  Treu 
mann  and  Mr.  Arthur  Friedham  honored  the  Institution  with  a visit  and 
each  rendered  a short  impromptu  recital,  amid  the  great  enthusiasm  of 
the  students.  Mr.  Edward  Baxter  Perry,  the  renowned  blind  pianist, 
favored  the  students  with  two  of  his  delightful  Lecture  Recitals,  and  Rev. 
Henry  G.  Spaulding  gave  a fine  lecture  on  “Browning,  the  Poet  of 
Music,’’  with  the  assistance  of  Miss  Estelle  T.  Andrews,  who  rendered 
a number  of  pianoforte  selections. 

The  Faculty  Club  held  a number  of  highly  enjoyable  Social  Meet- 
ings, tendered  a reception  to  the  ladies  of  the  Home,  and  on  Decora- 
tion Day  arranged  a very  pleasant  excursion  to  Lovell’s  Grove  in  Boston 
harbor,  in  the  pleasures  of  which  most  of  the  teachers  and  students  par- 
ticipated. Other  social  events  were  a Reception  of  the  Ladies  of 
the  Home,  a Reception  to  the  Graduating  Class  by  the  Management,  and 
the  Annual  Trustees’  Reception  and  Banquet  of  the  Alumni  Association 
on  Commencement  Day. 

The  close  of  the  school  year  is  distinguished  by  a movement  which 
may  prove  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  Institution.  At  the  urgent 
request  of  the  present  Director,  a committee  has  taken  in  hand  the 
raising  of  an  endowment  fund  of  $250,000  with  a good  prospect  of 
success  in  the  near  future,  and  the  highest  anticipations  for  the  further 
development  of  our  Institution  may  be  surpassed  by  the  realization  of 
this  plan.  To  any  one  acquainted  with  the  expense  of  an  education  of 
high  grade  and  especially  a musical  education,  it  must  appear  very  re- 
markable and  gratifying  that  the  New  England  Conservatory  has 
reached  its  present  high  standard  without  any  endowment  or  other 
financial  aid,  and  its  friends  may  feel  proud  of  the  good  work  done  in  the 
past,  and  of  the  great  progress  made  during  the  present  year.
